Mrs. Clara Smith Hamon, accompan- 
ied by her mother and sister, entered 
the court room promptly at nine o'clock. 
Several friends came up to where slfe 
sat and shook hands with her. Mrs. 
Jake Hamon was not in the court room. 


A new oil gusher brought in west of 
Ardmore created a diversion of inter- 
est a half hour before the trial opened. 
fewer than 50 persons being present in 
the court room. The streets ar.rt hole! 
lobbies were comparatively deserted. 
Mrs. Hamon, widow of the oil mag- 
nate,, has announced her intention of 
appearing as a witness for the state 
and attending all sessions of the trial, 
and a seat has been provided for her. 
General Freeling said he would re- 
quest that Mrs. Hamon be not placed 
under the rule requiring witnesses to 
be excluded from the court room. Ex- 
emption also will be asked for Frank L. 
Kettch. adminstrator for the Hamon. 
estate, and, Sam Blair, Chicago news- 
paper man, the first because of his in- 
terest in the estate and the second b&- 
cause of his journalistic duties.

In a final statement before the trial 
today Mrs. Hamon said she regretted 
she had not taken action years ago 
while Clara Smith Hamon was 
still" 
Clara Smith to end her association with 
Hamoni Clara 
Smith obtained 
the 


name Hamon by marriage 
to Frank 
Hamon. nephew of the man she is ac- 
cused of killing. 
In.a statement made in the presence 


of her father, her 19-year-old son Jake 
Jr., Fred Ellis, former law partner of 
her husband,, and Mrs. Katherine S. 
Reid, Admore newspaper woman, Mrs. 
Hamon said that she had debated with 
herself-nnrfiy-thtres whether to throw 
acid. in.Clara Smith's face, to disfigure 
her so she would riot be beautiful and 
attract Hamon's attention. With tears 
in her eyes Mrs. Hamon said she never 
could bring herself to that point. "Oh 
if I only had," she repeated.

Bodies Found Bearing La- 


bels Explaining Whv Men 
Were Put to Death- 
Youth Is Warned. 


Belfast, March 10.—Four men, who 
had incurred the displeasure of the 
Sinn Fein, were killed near here on 
Tuesday night. The bodies of James 
Maher and Patrick O'Mara, former sol- 
diers and both residents of the town of 
Thurles, were found in a field. Maher's 
body was labelled "spy". It is stated 
that they were accused of giving infor- 
mation to the police. The bodies of 
two other men were found in a country 
lone at Augnaclcy and on their breasts 
were cards inscribed with the words: 
"Tried, convicted and executed by the 
Irish 
Republican army." One was 


identified as Francis McPhillips, who 
was taken from his bed at 
an 
early 
hour yesterday by six armed men. The 
identity of the other slain man is un- 
known. 
A youth was tied to a gate in the town 


of Keady on Tuesday night by two 
masked men who fastened a placard to 
his clothing reading: "Too young to be 
shot. 
Beware. 
Keep your 
mouth 


shut." 
Police at Carrlce-on-Shannon, have ar- 
rested Alexander McCabe, a member of 
the Sinn Fein parliament, and Michael 
McLoughlin, a prominent Sin Feiner. 
MoCabe has served several years in 
prison, and was one of the men re- 
leased from the Mount Joy prison last 
fall, after 
having been on a hunger 


strike some time. 
Patrick Moran who was tried on 
charge* that he was connected with the 
murder of several British officials in 
Dublin on November 21, J920, has been 
sentenced to death, and the sentence has 
been confirmed by General MacReady, 
military commander in Ireland.

ALLIES WILL ASSURE 


AMPLE FOOD SUPPLY 


Allied Unitary Headquarters, Neuss, 


March 10.—Allied forces have virtually 
completed the occupation- of the Rhine 
ports of the Ruhr region, all that re- 
mains to be done being the seizure of a 
few villages and important cross roads. 
As yet the commanding officers have 
net arranged for a division of the occu- 
pied zone between the British, Belgian 
and French units gathered along the 
eastern side of the Rhine. 


The soldiers engaged in the operation 


wore delighted with their "military 
promenade," which was favored by un- 
usually fine weather. They draw com- 
parisons between the reception given 
them here and in Frankfort, last year, 
and there seems to be a sort of friendly 
atmosphere in the occupied district. A 
Duesseldorf newspaper said yesterday 
'that if the allied authorities followed 
out the lines l.iid down in the proclama- 
tion by General Degoutte, the occupa- 
tion of the city would be "supportable." 


General (>aucher, hi direct command 


of French units here, has issued a new 
proclamation, saying in substance, that 
the German delegates at the London 
conference, showed unwillingness to ob- 
serve the Versailles treaty and that the 
allies were forced to coerce the German 
government to fulfill its obligations. He 
laid emphasis on the fact that the oc- 
cupation is in no sense a hostile act to- 
ward the population, and that not only 
\v;is the freedom to work guaranteed, 
but the allied authorities would do their 
be.st to improve the condition of the 
people and asure an ample food supply. 
He has stated, however, that the people 
must obey any regulations that may be 
laid down. 


AVhil« the presence of allied troops 


has been accepted in good grace by 
most of the people, business men in the 
occupied district are worried over the 
consequences of the new customs sys- 
tem. Reports are current that certain 
factors have cancelled orders amount- 
ing to 60,000,0000 marks, but these 
rumors have not been confirmed. 
People of the middle and ' working 


classes fear there will,be an increase in 
the cost of living. They are laying in 
stocks of provisions, and are besieging 
stores. In some cases, fear is expressed 
that stocks of food will be rapidly ex- 
hausted. 


PANAMA REJECTS AWARD 


AS BASIS FOR PEACE 


Washington, March 10.—Panama re- 


fuses to accept the White award as a 
basis of peace with Costa Rica, it in- 
forms the American government in a 
note made public today by the state 
department. 


The note is in reply to that sent to 
Panama and Costa Rica last Saturday 
by tho state department demanding im- 
mediate cessation of hostilities and was 
made public without comment.

Duisburg, 
March 10.—Vague hints 


that work throughout the Ruhr dis- 
trict of Germany will cease within the 
next few days as the immediate result 
of -allied occupation of Duisburg, Dues- 
seldorf and Ruhrort and the seizure of 
customs were made by German mine 
operators, civil officials and workmen 
here last night. There seemed to be 
little unrest among workingmen last 
evening after they had finished a full 
days work, 
however, and 
thousands 
gathered, on the streets to watch the 
French sentries and to inspect 
the 
French machine guns and tanks. They 
appeared quite cheerful and showed no 
resentment at the presence of allied 
troops. 


Well infirmed allied officials declarer1 


they did not believe there woul:l be a 
strike in, the Ruhr district one avert- 
ing: 


"The people do not intend to strike. 
Communists are pointing towards Rus- 
sia as Germany's salvation, but work- 
ing men already have repudiatad <!iat 
idea and Will' repudiate it again. Ap- 
proximately 15,000 tons of m^rcaudise 
was handled here today. This was only 
half of fhe merchandise tonnage car- 
ried daily when tho port held the world's 
record, but business is not at a stand- 
still here, and I think it nevar will 
stop." 
The river seemed fairly busy dur'ng 
the day, craft of various '.yues shut- 
tling to and fro. 
GenBjins declare it impossible to di-

Five Oil Tanks Burst Soon 


After Fire Starts In Crude 
Oil Still in Brooklyn. 


N*ew York, March 
10.—Fire broke 


out today in tlie Standard Oil com- 
pany's plant in the Green Point sec- 
tion of Brooklyn, which more than a 
year ago was the scene of one of the 
biggest oil fires in the history of the 
city.. Four tanks were 
reported to 
have exploded, endangering others. 
Two alarms had been 
sounded by 
noon and ambulances sumonetl. Police 
reserves were called from five stations. 
The plant, known as the Sone and 
Fleming Works, covera a large area. 
Efforts to draw off the oil from other 
tanks were nwlo when the wind seem- 
ed to be blowing the 
flames toward 
them. Thousands of 
persons began 


flocking to the s'cene, attracted by a 
heavy s'moke screen that rolled down 
on >he city . 
Shortly after noon five tanks in- all 
had exploded. Tn each case there was 
a dull boom, but no concussion. The 
fire started in a crude oil still, In which 
the liquid Is boated and vaporized. The

tanks.

Foreign Relations Program 


of Harding Administra-

Washington, March 10.—Administra- 


tion officials withheld comment today on 
the statement made at the French office 
that negotiations were underway be- 
tween the French embassy here and the 
state department with regard to the 
acceptance toy the United States of a 
/modified League of Nations. The im- 
l.pression was given however that the 
| initiative in any such 
development 
rested entirely with the French govern- 
ment and in any event the matter had 
•not reached the state of negotiations. 
Secretary Hughes refused to discuss 
the question, it became known, how- 
ever, that on last Tuesday he had a 
half hour talk with Ambassador Jusser- 
and, just before the presentation of the 
diplomatic corps. Mr. Jusserand is the 
dean of that corps and at the time' it 


i was understood that the visit had to 
do largely with the reception of the 
: envoys. 
Whether the subject of the 
I'League of Nations was broached has 
{not been made known. 
President Harding has indicated all 
along that his first steps in foreign af- 
fairs would come after the formulation 
of a definite domestic reconstruction 
program and that nothing formal would 
be done until the attitude of foreign 
government had been felt out through 
unofficial channels. 
Mr. Harding already has received con- 
siderable information through his un- 
official sources regarding the feeling of 
.European statemen and it is expected 
that he will make a still more exhaus- 
tive investigation before he launches 
his foreign program. Whatever steps 
France and other nations take to in- 
form him voluntarily are expected to 
.fit in with his general plan of procedure. 
The forthcoming visit of Former Pre- 
mier Viviani on special mission, and 
the return of Ambassador Davis from 
London are regarded as opening two 
important avenues of information aside 
from those which the president is pre- 
•paring on his own initiative. It would 
not surprise those who have been in 
close touch with the. situation if, in 
addition, • the president ,sef:| several 
representatives abroad within the next 
few weeks to make inquiries. 
In the 


^natural course of events the reports of 
such representative would expect to 
lead later to more formal negotiations. 
In such conference as Mr. Harding 
has held with the secretary of state and 
congressional leaders, only the more 
JtCGSKing foreign problems are under- 
stood to have been considered. 
Such 
questions as the Panama-Costa Rica 
policy and the Colombian treaty have 
pretty well occupied the attention of 
the president and his advisers on foreign 
affairs.

AIR GLIDERS IN COMPETITION 


Remarkable Speed Attained at Recent 


Meeting in the Rhone District 


of Germany. 


A German gliding and soaring com- 


petition was recent'y nek' in the 
Rhone district by the Leslie of Ger- 
man Model Aircraft and Gliding Clubs. 
The meeting was marred by an unfor- 
tunate accident, resulting in the death 
of the well-known pilot. Von Loessel. 
This was dne to breaking in the air 
at the elevator of his glider. A number 
of monoplanes and biplanes were en- 
tered, reports the Scientific American, 
some of yery novel design. Many of 
the entries had comfortable seats and 
landing gear as distinguished from 
the old-time gliders In which the oper- 
ator's Ieg3 swung from below the 
planes, ready to take up the strain of 
hard landing, often at the price of 
serious Injuries. The longest distance 
covered by the gliders was 1,830 me- 
ters, with a duration of 142.5 seconds. 
That record was made by Klemperer, 
with a height of 330 meters. The ap- 
parent gliding angle of Klemperer's 
flight was one In thirty-one. 


More Than Two Yeans En Rout*. 
In June, 1918, some Canadian sol- 


diers, crossing the Atlantic to join the 
forces in Europe, threw overboard in 
mid-ocean a sealed bottle with a note 
Inside to the effect that they were on 
their way to the war and asking the 
finder of the bottle to forward the note 
to the Toronto Sunday World. The 
bottle has just been washed ashore at

Youngntown, March 7.—Maple .sugar 


and 
syrup makers 
in northeastern 


Ohio are engaged in large numbers in 
boiling the products of their groves, a 
survey shows. 
The season is one of 
the earliest on record. 


Mild weather sent owners of maple 
groves into the timber with sugar spiles 
und pails all over 
the sugar belt a 
week or so ago. Notwithstanding the 
wholesale deforestation in the Western 
Reserve, the sugar maple the rock ma- 
ple, the hard maple and the sugar tree 
.still abound in certain parts of the Re- 
serve. 


The method used in producing maple 
syrup and hard brown 
maple syrup 
practically is the same as 25 years ago. 
Spiles used to draw sugar from the 
trees must penetrate 
well 
into the 
wood. Spilse are screwed into the trees 
and are solid enough to sustain the 
weight of a fair-sized pail 
Not many 
years ago, the 
principal" method of 
farmers was to bore intc the trees, in- 
sert a small wooden spout .and set the 
pail on the ground. 


This year promises to brnig a record 
crop of syrup, according to farmers, 
who say the weather has been unusual- 
ly favorable. 
One grower in Trunbull 
county, already has tapped 1,500 trees, 
it is said. 


The sap of the wood begins to run 


before the true sap commences to lise 
between the wood and the bark of the 
tree.

Experiments In University Laboratory 


Make It Peeslble to Produce X- 


flays 
ef 
Mere Penetrating 


Power Than Ever Before. 


Cambridge, 
Mass; — Discoveries 


made by William Duane, professor o( 
biophysics at Harvard, woeking in 
collaboration with research students 
of physics, have made it possible, ac- 
cording to Harvard physicists, to se- 
cure X-rays of more penetrating qual- 
ity than have ever before been ob- 
tained in this country and these new 
rays are now to be used for the first 
time in America for the alleviation of 
cancer. 


While it Is emphatically stated by 


Professor Duane that neither X-rays 
nor radium should be considered n 
permanent cure for all kinds of can- 
cer, it has long, been known that ra- 
dium has a marked allevlatlve effect 
upon this disease. 


The Harvard cancer commission ia 


erecting a new building adjoining the 
Collls P. Huntlngton^ hospital ia Bos- 
ton, where an X-ray plant will be in- 
stalled, as well as the commission's 
radium plant. 


What Discovery Means. 


The significance of the discovery 


was explained In the following state- 
ment at Harvard: 


"The advantage of X-rays over ra- 


dium is that the latter is scarce and 
immensely expensive, costing at pres- 
ent more than $100,000 a gram, and 
can, therefore, only be used in small 
quantities. 
If X-rays were used it 


would be possible to make the rays 
enormously more powerful than has 
been possible with the limited amount 
of radium available. 


"The trouble with the use of X- 


rays up to this time has been that 
they are not as penetrating as the 
so-called Gamma rays of radium and 
the problem of the Harvard physicists 
has been to secure this needed qual- 
ity."It was known that to secure pene- 
tration it was necessary to secure a 
high frequency 
of vibration. 
The 


Harvard physicists, after manjr ex- 
periments, found that a physical law 
known as the 'quantum law' applied 
to the X-ray, spectrum, and -discovered 
that they could increase the frequency 
of the rays and thus their penetra- 
tion, by increasing the voltage of cur- 
rent used in the X-ray tube. 


Gets Enough Voltage. 


"Professor Duane reports that the 


tube goes to pieces under a voltage of 
more than 150,000 volts, but that a 
sufficiently high voltage has been ob- 
tained to make the X-rays very nearly 
as effective for certain medical pur- 
poses as the Gamma rays of radium. 


"Long continued exposure to X- 


rays is so dangerous to the operator i 
that the greatest pains have to be | 
taken to protect him from them. In j 
the Jefferson physical laboratory at 
Harvard, 
where 
Professor 
Duane 


makes his experiments, the X-ray 
plant is kept in a room by itself and 
the rays are sent out through a mi- 
nute slit in the wall: The brick wall 
at this point is reinforced with lead 
and a lead screen is placed .across the 
door. Many experimenters in various 
places have been killed or seriously 
Injured by constant use of X-rays."

>-\here tiom time immemorial the red 
man had taken his salmon. 


The Indians had been reluctant, sa>- 


ing to Go\. L>aac I. Ste\eus "but 
\\hen jou are dead, \\ho will bear 
witness to >our promises*?" And the 
govciuor had lephed: 


"I pledge the Amencans to keep the 


promises as long as the mountains 
stand, as long as the suu shines and 
the mer runs'" 


Calling iipou these mute witne^e* 


and summoning the spirits of the de.id, 
Chief Menmock of the Yakimas has 
just made a speech of protect at the 
whiles' -violation of that treaty, in the 
state senate chambei here, \\huh-is 
the most dramatic recoided m n» 
annals. 


Boy When Treaty Was Made. 


And that speech, which would do 


credit to the historic oratots of hi^ 
lace, with its sharp challenge to the 
white man's honor, bids fair to correct 
a wrong the Indians had hitherto 
botne in silence. 


Menmock was a boy when the trea 


ty was made. He had stood attentne- 
ly beside his father on that occasion 
Todaj he is SO, and wrinkled. Much 
water has run over Prosser falls since 
then, and the salmon have dwindled. 
Also, the wlnteb ha\e enacted nsh and 
game laws which conflict so with the 
treaty of 1S55 that Menmock was 
recently arrested for taking salmon, 
from the Yakima rner. 
t 


A few dajs ago Chief Meninock nnd 


other tribal leadeis together with 
their wnes and children, appeared nt 
the imposing state lodge of the white 
men at the State capitol here to pro- 
test. In their feathered and beade^ 
trappings and scarlet blankets the> 
piojected a vnid picture of the past 
into the busy legislative councils as 
the chief rose to speak m dignified 
protest. 


Calls Upon Spirits. 


'Mj heait is glad toclaj,' said Mem- 


nock with solemn mien and sonoious

CREWS ARE HOT MUTINOUS 


Accidents to Ships Growing Fewer 


Because of Increased Experience— 


Make Qood When Emergen- 


cies Arise at Sea. 


Botterdam.—Whatever may be the 


ultimate fate of the American mer- 
chant marine, the American Jack Tar 
has come back to his own. This is 
the verdict of constant observers in 
the shipping department of the Uni- 
ted States consulate general at Rotter- 
dam, 
one of the biggest ports for 


American ships in Europe, to which 
eoine monthly thousands of American 
merchantmen. 


These Yankee ships' officers and 


sailors, for the most part products of 
only two or three years of training, 
have learned 
to handle their big 


freighters with all of the skill of the 
windjammer crews of the old Yankee 
clipper days. 
They do not, for the 


most part, know how to reef a top- 
sail or do any of the hundreds of nau- 
tical things for which there were rich- 
sounding terms in the days of the sail- 
ing ships. 


There in an Emergency. 


But when it comes to piloting a 


big steamer through a heavy gale, 
stoking the fires of the coal burners 
or turning to with a vim at any of the 
emergency tasks that may develop at 
sea, the American born, American 
trained ship's officer or "A. B." (able 
oodied seaman) in the language of the 
seamen's resorts on the Schiedamasche 
dyke here, "won't take nuthin' from 
nobody." 


The big books of the consulate gen- 


eral, in which are recorded the his- 
tories of the voyages of these Ameri- 
can ships and the complaints of the 
crews, bear out Jack's contention that 
he is as able a seaman as any who 
sails the seven seas. 


"These records show," said one of 


the consular officials, "that American 
ships' officers are as efficient as Brit- 
ish, Dutch or Scandma\lans trained 
long to the sea. They show that the 
young American sailor can learn his 
work quickly, that a boy whose nauti- 
cal experience three years ago was 
confined to pumping water for the 
cows on the farm, or bathing in the 
old swimmin' hole, can adapt himself 
to his ship as well as a Norwegian 
lad who has been trawling for fish 
since he first wore trousers. 


Different Now. 


"For a short time, because of lack 


of proper charts and much experi- 
ence, accidents to American ships 
seemed much more frequent than to 
those of other nationalities. Now, this 
is changing. 


"American-born, newly-trained cap- 


tains have no more trouble with their 
crews than the masters of ships flying 
other flags, or masters who have be- 
come naturalized Americans in order 
to get an American ship. In fact, in 
many cases they have less. 


"Not 
long ago, an American cap- 


tain who was only 27 years old, 
brought his tramp freighter all around 
the world, making money on the voy- 
age, and his crew had not a single 
complaint to record against him." 


STAMP-DUE MAIL RETURNED

of commerce through American consu- 
lar representatives say foreign busi- 
ness concerns and Individuals greatly 
resent having to "buy" their American 
mail and these have resulted in efforts 
to prevent the practice. 


Postmasters have been notified that 


all mail destined abroad and which 
bears printed, written or stamped no- 
tation readings 
"Dispatch 
only if 


postage is fully prepaid" or similar 
direction, shall, if underpaid, be re- 
turned to senders for affixing of addi 
fional postage stamps required.
